DR. ARTHUR KEITH oN 
ARGENTINE DISCOVERY. 


Are.the remains of man which 
have’ fust been discovered in the 
rayines of Chapalmalal the oldest yet 
known? Dr. Ameghino,-Director of 
the Buenos Aires Museum, ‘is vf 
Opinion that ‘they are. Study. of 
their ‘morphology and fossilisation 
proves, he thinks, that they. belong 
to a type far older than the oldest 
hitherto discovered. . - i 

But the, oldest that. we know go 
back five hundred thousand years -or 
more, They were discovered some 
fen years ago by Dr. Charles 
Dawson, at Pitdown, in Sussex.” In 
the opinion of the best ‘authorities 
they belong either to the late Tertiary

Commenting ‘on the discovery in 
‘the Argentine, Dr. Arthur Keith, 
author of The Antiquity of Man, 
said in an isterviéw with a repre- 
"sentative of-Fhe Ghserver: 

“We have .been expecting dis- 
coveries to be made in America; but 
nothing really ancient has’ hitherto 
been"found, . Some “fifty years.ago.a 
famous find by gold miners known as 
the Calaveras skull was talked about

tion, however, it was proved to be. 
just like the Indians’ skulls; and the
